et me tell you about my landlord. He owns 

the Glenwood, the Riviera, Cambridge 

Courts, and Raintree apartments. He has 
made it a policy to keep some of his tenants’ deposit in 
addition to the rent he charges. The Glenwood 
Apartments advertise a deposit of only $125 on your 
apartment, but when you leave, they give you back a 
paltry $105 (at best). If you ask why, they point the 
small print on the back of their contract “addendum” 
that says they will subtract a non-refundable 
maintenance fee from your deposit each semester. The 
sleazy part of this is that the tenant is not being charged 
for damage done to the apartment but for 
“maintenance,” despite that in the BYU student— 
landlord contract, the “landlord agrees to maintain, at 
his or her expense, both the interior and exterior of the 
property.” Not only does he charge tenants a mainte- 
nance expense, he also makes the tenant financially 
responsible for such things as burned-out light bulbs. 
Why make so much noise about a lousy $20? That lousy 
$20 adds up to a potential revenue of $23,000 every two 
semesters, not including the interest that it would earn. 


What about the accusations that we are over—charged 


b y edward 
and over—crowded? The Glenwood charges $140 for 
121 square feet of living space per person. That means 
renters will have paid $9.20 per sq. foot at the end of 
one Fall-Winter term. The Glenwood has 192 apart- 
ments, and each apartment houses six tenants who pay 
$140 monthly rent, plus their own utilities, which 
means that the management could receive $1.2 million 
dollars during a Fall-Winter term if they were filled to 
capacity. (That’s not a bad intake for an apartment 
complex that is built so shoddily that a wind storm blew 
its roof off last semester.) 


Cambridge Courts charges $425 a month plus utilities 
for a one bedroom apartment; so much for the estimate 
recently published in the Daily Universe that said one— 
bedroom units rent for $250 to $350 each month. A 
monthly rent of $425 even exceeds their estimate of 
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armstrong 


$325 to $385 a month for two-bedroom units. Do you 
realize how much this guy is making off of us? Don’t 
forget that he owns the Riviera and Raintree apartments 
as well! You would think that at the very least he could 
afford to give us a full refund of our security deposit. 


The maintenance charge is typical of the management's 
policy of charging its tenants little extra fees every chance 
it gets. Some other examples are: a $25 late rent fee, a 
$10 inter-complex move fee, a $10 contract transfer fee, 
a $20 improper check-out fee, a $15 dollar fee for key 
replacement, a $5 nightly guest fee, a $10 fee for each 
offense of having a bicycle in your apartment without a 
waiver, a $5 fine for failing a monthly cleaning inspec- 
tion, a $15 an hour charge for cleaning service if you fail 
a cleaning re-check, a $10 parking permit fee, and a daily 
fee for items left behind after tenancy ends. If you think 
any of this stinks, you should smell the laundry of the 
students who can’t afford the coin-operated washers and 
dryers. 


I wish I had sufficient time and space to talk about the 
nature of each individual fee. Since I don’t, I will only 
talk about the $10 contract transfer fee. This fee is part 
of a policy that makes a 
double profit off of tenants 
who are moving out. Tenants 
who need to move out of the Glenwood for one reason 
or another are required to sell their contract at their own 
expense. The management does not inform prospective 
renters who call them seeking an apartment of contacts 
for sale. Why can’t the management help those tenants 
who want to leave, by putting them in contact with those 
people who are applying for an apartment? Could it be 
because they can make more money by putting the 
burden on the tenant? Well, that’s understandable, the 
poor landlord does have to look after his own interests. 
But what just cause does he have to charge the tenant 
$10 after they manage to sell the contract at their own 
expense? 


What can we do about it? As far as the law is concerned, 
nothing. The landlords have the law on their side. A 
monopoly can be a powerful bargaining tool, and the 
scarcity of reasonable housing forces us to take it where 


et al. 


we can find it. This usually means we have to sign some 
two-page document full of clauses that supports the 
landlord’s right to suck us dry within the letter of the 
law, and to kick us out into the street when we can’t pay — 
our rent. | 


These contracts have such a pro—owner slant that tenants 
who sign them are subjecting themselves to the mercy 
and whim of their landlord. Allow me to share some of 
the sample statements from these pro—owner contracts. 
Item 33 of the Glenwood Apartments Contract Adden- 
dum states, the tenant “agrees that the Landlord may 
refuse to allow the Tenant to park on the premises or 
may ... withdraw permission for the tenant to park on 
said premises.” 


The Management also exploits a tenant’s basic need for 
transportation by contractually forcing bicycle owners to 


_ use the bicycle racks that the Glenwood offers for the 


price of a Bike Permit. Read item 35 of the contract 
addendum: “(1) All tenants with bicycles must have a 
Glenwood Bike Permit, and use bicycle racks on the 
premises. (2) Bicycles are not allowed in the apartment 
unless a waiver has been properly signed and turned in to 
the office. (3) There is a $10.00 charge for each offense 
of having a bicycle(s) in the apartment without a waiver. 
(4) Glenwood is not responsible for stolen bicycles.” Do 
landlords have a moral right to demand that a tenant 
must store (for a fee) his or her bicycle in a rack, but give 
little or no protection if the bicycle would be stolen? The 
only way that you can avoid the transportation fee is by 
walking. 


But keep in mind, the management reserves the right to 
make any new “rules and or policies” in addition to its 
present ones as it sees fit. 


I’m tired of not being able to do anything about my 
situation. I feel frustrated and helpless. If anybody else 
feels the same then let’s get together and do something 
about it. Stand up and be heard. A There is a new 
organization forming in Provo for renters right called 
Renters United.

in history has also developed a set of “naked” ethics. You know what I mean: the guidelines 


ch n addition to developing religious, political, and economic structures, every civilization known 


that both encourage and constrain nudity within a society. These constraints are not always 
the same—classical Greek and Roman civilization required athletes to compete in their birthday suits, 
and a large number of African and Polynesian cultures have historically carried on their daily business 
with both men and women buck naked from the waist up.

very society I have encountered has its 
own private conservational dress code. 
You know what I mean: the unlisted 
list of words, phrases, comments and critiques 
_ that we dress up our thoughts in—depending on 
the situation. Such dress codes differ from society 
to society, and the situational determinants they 
involve vary even more. While it would generally 
_ be considered offensive in America, many Asians 
think walking up to someone and saying, truth- 
fully, “You smell” or “You’re fat,” or “You have 
extremely large nostrils,” is a legitimate show of 
concern for your neighbor.

These cultural constraints on our conversation, 
however, are at their worst when we feel it 
necessary to keep silent in order to maintain the 
peace, or hide ourselves in excess verbiage to 
avoid hurting feelings, or even twist our own or 
another’s meanings to avoid admitting what we 
don’t want to. This became apparent to me 
recently when my girlfriend and I engaged in a 
conversation with a 
mutual friend regard- 
ing a “taboo” subject. 
This friend expressed some narrow-minded views 
on the subject, and I attempted to speak out. My 
girlfriend hushed me up though, saying “It’s not 
worth it.” 


“What's not worth it?” I asked.

“Arguing, “ doesn’t listen when she’s angry. 
So it won’t help.” 


“Who cares about helping?” I said defensively. 
“Tm just making a point.” 


“It’s not appropriate,” my girlfriend insisted.

“How can I bring up this subject without making 
her angry?” 


“You can’t—I’ve tried.” 

“T can’t?” 

“It’s impossible.”

destroyed. 


All this conversational clothing, of course, is 
nothing more than a case of the Emperor's New 
Clothes, and everyone knows it. The problem is, 
everyone buys it. Which is why just a generation 
ago, a journalist who dared point out publicly that a 
politician’s speech was empty and stupid was called 
a “muckracker”; a woman who voiced what all the 
other women already knew was called a “shrew”; a 
man who dared disagree with his boss just wasn’t a 
“team player.” And is it different today? No. There 
are the things you say at parties, and the things you 
don’t; the issues you can contend with your profes- 
sor about and the issues you can’t; the words that 
would be okay in a church meetings and the words 
that wouldn’t. But just like in the story of the 
Emperor, it seems that little children are the least 


ar bein fo x 
subject to these bizarre and usually hypocritical 
conditions, and it must be said that older 

people are also exempt in our society. (Whose 
grandmother hasn’t said at one point or another, 
something to the effect of, “Dear, you need to take 


better care of your teeth; they stink”?) 


These may seem like petty arguments—but are 
they? The First Amendment’s guarantee of the right 
to free speech has been terribly abused by people 
with ugly opinions over the years, while polite, 
politically correct society has let them go by. Why 
are we so hesitant to tell them to take a flying leap?

he American media has lost 
T interest in the plight of the 
: Palestinians under occupation. 
During his visit to BYU in November, Dr. 
Fouad Moughrabi shared some shocking 
statistics that the evening news has over- 
looked. Since the 1987 Palestinian uprising: 


°54 percent of the West Bank and Gaza 
Strip has been permantly occupied by Israel; 
_ °2,017 houses have been demolished, often 
as punishment; 
© 18,735 trees have been uprooted by the 
Israeli military; 
_ °66 people have been deported (given $50 
and dropped off in Lebanon); 
°966 Palestinians were killed between 9 
December 1987 and 31 July 1991—253 of 
__ these were under the age of 16; 
°160,118 people have been injured in the 
PalestinianIIsraeli conflict; 
There have been 10,391 days of curfew 
since occupation; 
15,100 Palestinians have been detained, 
some for years, without any formal charges 
or evidence against them . 
‘Tt is my job as a political science professor to 
depress people about the Middle East,” says 
_ Dr. Fouad Moughrabi, a well-known 
Middle East expert who teaches at the 
University of Tennessee. Though the current 
__ situation is far from perfect, Dr. Moughrabi 
paints a picture of hope for eventual peace. 
He has worked with Jimmy Carter, the 
United Nations, and other people and 
organizations vital to the Middle East peace 
process. He also has written several books 
including Under Israeli Eyes and The 
Palestinian Question. His opinion polls have 
monitored America’s pulse on crucial 
Middle East issues. These issues are especially 
important to him, because Dr. Moughrabi is 
4 Palestinian who was born and raised in 
Jerusalem. 


Student Review: The question on 
everyone's mind is: Is peace really possible 
in the Middle East? 


Dr. Fouad Moughrabi: Yes. Very possible. 
Peace will happen eventually. The fact 
that someone even asks that question 
about the Middle East in particular is very 
interesting. People have come to believe 
that the Middle East is somehow different 
from the rest of the world. They think 
because the issues that prevent peace are 
thousands of years old, the situation is so 
complex and intractable that any attempts 
to achieve a lasting peace are hopeless. 
That is absolute nonsense. The problems 
in the Middle East are political and, 
therefore, solvable. People make trite, 
uninformed comments about the Middle 
East being a bad neighborhood. Europe 
experienced incredible violence for 
centuries, and no one called it a bad 
neighborhood. Or look at Latin America. 
There is incredible violence there, and 
again, no one calls it a bad neighborhood. 


_ SR: Regarding the Israeli—Palestinian 


conflict specifically, are the Israelis going 
to realistically address the Palestinian 
question? 


FM: Some are. Some aren’t. The Israelis 
are not monolithic. Neither are American 


Jews nor Jews in general. Substantial 


numbers of Israelis are anxious for a 
peaceful settlement with the Palestinians, 
for withdrawal from the occupied territo- 
ries, and even for acceptance of the 
Palestinian right to an autonomous state. 
Some Israelis are against such a peace. But 
people change. Even right wing Israelis 
are likely to change, given the momentum 
of the peace process or the threat of not 
receiving as much money from the U.S. 
government if they don’t find a peaceful 
solution. 


SR: What about Palestinian self—rule 
within the occupied territories? Is that a 
viable option? 


FM: Palestinian self-government is being 
suggested as an interim solution; the 
second step of the negotiating process 
deals with that. Self-government is not 
intended to be the ultimate solution. 
Three years from the moment we [Israel 
and Palestine] agreed on self—rule we are 
supposed to begin negotiating a final 
solution. In the meantime, self—govern- 
ment is viable if it reduces the oppressive 
conditions people have to live under. It is 
viable as a stepping stone to a more 
permanent peace. 


SR: Will self government cause more 
problems than it will solve? 


FM:1 don’t think so. Already there has 
been a reduction in violence. The same 
kids who were throwing rocks at Israeli 
soldiers are now offering them olive 
branches. They want peace. 


SR: What about a “peace for land” deal? 


FM: You cannot have peace unless you are 
willing to compromise on territory. If 
Israel continues to refuse to give up one 
single inch of land, if they continue to 
build settlements on occupied land 
(against U.S. and U.N. restrictions), then 
you cannot have lasting peace. 


SR: What is the best solution to the 
Palestinian—Israeli 
conflict? 


FM: The best possible 

outcome would be for the Israeli govern- 
ment and the Palestinian leaders to 
overcome the political hurdles that are 
preventing them from working out a 
permanent solution. Then the people 
could get back to the issues of daily life, 
subsistence, and economic growth in a 
region that is falling behind the rest of the 
world. The rest of the world is preparing 
to enter the twenty-first century. If we 
don’t produce a peace settlement between 
the Palestinians and the Israelis, that 


inter 


region of the world will fall even further 
behind. 


SR: Palestinians, and Arabs in general, 
don’t have a very good image in the 
United States. What can be done to 
change this? 


FM: Some Arabs and Arab groups have 
been doing a lot to improve their image 
within the United States. The Arab— 
American Interdiscrimination Commit- 
tee, for example, has been fighting 
offensive stereotypes and caricatures of 
Arabs in newspapers and other publica- 
tions, as well as the Hollywood carica- 
tures that are sometimes outrageous. 
Educating people can do a great deal of 
good. The best way to dispel stereotypes 
is to give people the most accurate view 
of the culture as possible. All of the 
public opinion polls indicate that the

is growing sympathy for the Palestinians. 
Americans recognize that the Palestinians 
need a homeland of their own, that this 
homeland will not threaten Israel’s 
existence.

more educated someony is about the 
Middle East and its history and culture, 
the less likely he or she is to accept 
bigoted stereotypes. The media often feel 
that they can get away with attacking 
Arabs, and they often do. They can’t get 
away with attacking any other groups— 
Blacks or Jews, for example. We have to 
make people realize that any attack 
against the Arabs is just as repulsive. The 
media usually reduces things to a stereo- 
typical level. If a few Muslims disagree 
with American policy, the media makes it 
seem like all Muslims feel that way. It is 
as if all Muslims were the same. You 
would never claim that all Christians are 
the same.

SR: How much change have you seen in 
America’s attitude towards Palestinians 
and Arabs? 


FM: Quite a bit. I keep track of public 
opinion polls, and I have conducted 
several myself. American public opinion 
has shifted dramatically on the Palestin- 
ian—Israeli issue. They support Israel’s 
right to exist, but they do not support its 
territorial conquests; its annexation of 
land; its oppression of the Palestinians; 
and its ruthless treatment of them. There 


for Israel—“we give them financial 
support, and they pay us back by spying 
on us.” These things have all eroded 
American public support for Israel. 


SR: Is there anything you’d like to add? 


FM: Many people might be wondering if 
the Palestinians are really sincere about 
peace. People get conflicting images 

from the press. Truth is, the Palestinians 
are in a very desperate situation. Their 
children are being beaten and killed. 
Schools are closed. Families are dis- 
rupted. Life is miserable. Of all the 
people involved, the Palestinians most 
desperately want peace. 


SR: What can Americans, like us, do to

help? 


FM: Contact your congressmen and 
senators. President Bush convened a 
peace conference based on a resolution 
that would exchange land for peace. I am 
told that Senator Hatch does not favor 
such an exchange—I don’t know why. 
The most important thing you can do to 
help the Palestinians and the Israelis 
achieve peace in the Middle East is to 
educate yourself, then educate others. A

od has always been a god of the oppressed. The central 

theme of the Old Testament is Jehovah’s liberation of Israel 

from bondage. In the New Testament, Jehovah condescends 
to become man, to teach us the truth and set us free. He taught that 
we must love one another and help those in unfortunate 
circumstances: the poor, the naked, the hungry, the captives. God’s 
work is to liberate the oppressed and the afflicted. If God is eternal, 
who is He currently seeking to liberate from the ills of our society? 


Though we can argue that God seeks to save all people, in our society, 
the African—Americans are probably those in greatest need. For 
centuries, they have been oppressed and condemned to forge their 
identity from the left-over trappings of colonialism. Some of these 
people now consider themselves God’s covenant people. They are 
called Black Israel, and their system of belief is labeled Black 
Theology. 


This belief system is not necessarily unified. For instance, some blacks: 
believe that Christ was dark skinned. For others, however, Christ’s 
skin color isn’t as important as his attributes (which they consider 
typical of many blacks): poor, humble, and oppressed. To know and 
identify with God is to know, understand, and side with those who 
share these traits—namely blacks and other oppressed minorities. 


Black Theology is dedicated to the liberation of the oppressed from 
their social, political, and economic position. It is dedicated to 
egalitarianism. If we are all equal in the sight of God, then His work is 
to establish equality here on earth. We can only do so by changing the 
social structure, so that all people share the same privileges and powers 
without giving anyone the upper or lower hand. 


The themes of Black Theology are central to the gospel as taught by 
Christ—love thy neighbor as thyself. Black Theologians arenot 
content to wait for divine justice to make just their situation in the 


scott fergu @s 
afterlife; they seek justice and liberation here on earth. They seek a 
better society; one in which the poor, the oppressed, the racially 
prejudiced do not exist—a place where all are free to exercise their 
agency and share equally in the power to determine their own destiny. 


As Latter-day Saints dedicated to the establishment of Zion, we 
cannot avoid dealing with the issues raised by the African—American 
experience or Black Theology. How can we build a perfect society 
without addressing racial prejudice? Can our current economic system 
which fosters inequality, serve as the basis for Zion? What kind of 
Utopian government will allow all of us—no matter what our ethnic 
background is—to equally share in the decision-making process and 
not favor one ethnic group over the other? How will such a society be 
established—violent revolution or gradual change? 


No easy answers may exist, but the questions posed by Black Theolo- 
gians seriously challenge our comfortable and traditional conceptions 
of a Utopian or Zion society. Their claims and concerns cannot be 
lightly passed over, and it just may be that if we don’t dedicate 
ourselves to overcoming racial oppression, we may be the ones outside 


of Zion’s gates when the Lord establishes his millennial reign. A

umanities students and historians rejoice: 
the Provo Historical walking tour will 
have one less stop by May Ist, one less 
piece of history, one less edifice of architecture, one 
_less reminder that a time existed when a house was 
art—not a prefabricated—stucco—ceiling—formica— 
finish—facade.

The house that 
James Talmage built. 


James Talmage called my home his home more than 
_one hundred years ago. The only time I have experi- 
enced love at first sight was on Election Day, 1988. 
My voting district was assigned to vote at the house

~ on 345 East 400 North. It was not apparent, walking 
into the living room and through the Parlor, that this 
~ house was built in 1874, nor was it obvious that this 
was the house where the Book of Mormon was 
translated into braille. What was obvious, was the 
reaction of the voters walking on the wooden floor 
and standing under the twelve—foot high ceilings— 
respect, reverence and amazement. Instead of 


punching the “All Republican” or “All Democrat”

slot on the vote card, I carefully analyzed the candi- 
dates, the issues, the floor boards, the transoms, and 
the pitted imperfect windows. Because of Physical 
Science, I knew glass was a liquid and the glass in 
this house seemed to spill over the window frames. I 
left anticipating next Election Day. 


The summer of 1989 my roommates and I found 
ourselves forced to look for another place to live. I 
stood in disbelief when my roommate took me to the 
“perfect old house to live in.” It was my first love and 
it was in shambles: the grass was so dry it cut through 
the sole of our shoes, the curtains were buried in 

junk mail pushed through the mail slot in the door. 
It was obvious that no one was living there, and 

_ whoever had purchased the house cared less about it 

than one cares for a final on the first day of class. 


The neighbors knew who owned the house, but they 
feared saying his name without having soap nearby 
to readily was their mouths out. It was the same guy 
who had single-handedly leveled an entire city block, 


and now this modern day Cortez was ready to conquer 
virgin territory and displace the Indians of 400 North. 
His name: Sherm. His game: Liberty Square Apart- 


ments. 


We found him to be very nice, sugar sweet, and 
grandpa good. When Disneyland Productions decided 
to film a movie in Provo and needed a house with 
character and charisma, they chose our house— after 
they spray painted our beyond brown grass green. 
They filmed The Witching of Bill Wagner. We were 
compensated with hotel rooms and a minor stipend. 
The owner got nothing, except a little irate. But that 
was understandable since our entire block was barri- 
caded with camera, directors, key grips, and best boys 
for the week. 


What was all the hoopla? 
What was all the fuss? He was A-okay. Wrecking Ball. 
Destruction. Half a block—gone. Students/friends 
given very short notice to evacuate, evict, vamoose. 
The picture started to come into focus.

During the neighborhood destruction our house 
wasn’t on the closure list. But we were allowed to stay. 
Destruction time brought many people by to see if our 
house was going to be torn down. This is when we 
really found out the history of our wood shingled 
house. This may be an Oliver Stone /FK—esque 
history of 345 East 400 North, but the number of 
people I have talked to all seemed to have the 
same story. “The Talmage House,” as everyone 
came to refer to it, was built in 1875 by or for 
James Talmage. He lived in the house for a few 
years and then he turned the house over to his 
brother. A printing press was set up inside the 
house to print fliers, news, and church related 
material. There are places where ink stains are 
visible on the wooden floors from this press. As 
mentioned earlier, the Book of Mormon was first 
translated and printed in braille at this house. For 
Provo this house is history. And history is now 
becoming history in Provo. 


Although you could surmise that the owner of 
Liberty Square was for history and preservation of 
America (since the names of the buildings at 
Liberty Square connote red, white, and blue, i.e. 
Jamestown and Jefferson), we can only assume 
that there are two faces to Liberty Square. Luck- 
ily, he does not have enough money to turn the 
Liberty Bell into a Taco Bell. 


I’m not trying to save my house because I am too lazy 
to move. I don’t live at the Talmage House any- 
more—I live in Washington D.C. I am trying to save 
my memories in that house and the memories and 
histories that house has stood for in Provo for more 
that one hundred years.

was told that I’d see a different band at the 
Sounds of Life concert last September, but I 
personally thought Idiots on Guitar were just 

fine that night. On Thursday, February 6th, at the Science 
Fiction Symposium, I felt the Idiots came of age. (You may 
have heard their “Love Backwards” played for several months 
on KJQ’s “Home Groan” show.) 


Sure, they suffer from the same acoustic problems as all local 
bands (namely, turn up those vocals!), but if that’s the worst 
you can say about a new band, they’re doing quite well. The 
set I heard included enough bleary—eyed folkadellic post— 

Grateful Dead party—band bliss to please the most cynical of 


local critics. 


Russ Asplund’s lead vocals and laid—back drum—major 
leadership keeps this tight band together. Russ writes most of 
the original tunes for the band, which include “As of Late” — 
sung by his spouse Steph (who also blows a mean flute) and a 
less trippy, but certainly more concerned “The Socially 
Relevant Song”—a scathing send—up of all political pretense 
and overzealous soapbox bands. Dolphin-safe tuna, abortion, 
drugs—yeah, they say, we know we have to cover this stuff. 
And Russ finally groans, “I’m not Bono ... I know that rock 
and roll can’t change the world.” 


The set also included an excellent bluesy cover of “Tainted 
Love,” complete with harmonica by Russ, sultry vocals by 
guitarist Wendy Anderson, Marny Parkin on drums, her 
spouse Scott on bass, and blues guitar arpeggio (by the band’s 
resident guitarist, keyboardist, mandolinist, back—up vocalist 
and part-time percussionist) Matt Newman. This is an 
overwhelming montage of sound: their busy instrumental 
work is reminiscent of Syd Barrett’s Pink Floyd, yet it has the 
concern which early psychedelic music conspicuously lacked. 
I found myself transfixed. Another song paid tribute to 
“Psycho Women” (who we all know and love) in which 
Newman had an excellent cheesy organ solo, and the “Ooh 
ooh Song,” an upbeat danceable tune with a majesty that

Pulitzer Prize, was arrested on a California beach for 
“indecent exposure”—while sunbathing in the nude. The 
beach was privately owned, and nobody else was on it at 
the time, but the officers judged that this wrinkled 63— 
year—old man of letters posed such a threat to the values 
of the community that he could not be allowed to 
remain. He now faces a $1000 fine and six months in 
jail. 4 


Why is it that our society allows attractive models to 
flash their anorexic, airbrushed bodies across every movie 
screen and magazine cover in the country, while it 
punishes flabby playwrights who only want to get an 
even tan? I believe the answer lies in America’s skewed 
sense of naked ethics. Any photographer or painter or 
movie producer will tell you that “the body is a beautiful 
thing,” but more often than not they mean young, 
smooth, fresh bodies whose every blemish has been 
corrected by advanced darkroom technology. For the 
flabbier 99 percent of us, public displays of nudity are 
sinful and “indecent.” As a result, we have on our hands 
an unprecedentedly neurotic civilization, whose children 
grow up trying to sneak a peak at National Geographic 
magazines and whose adults continue the fascination by 
creating materials that objectify women and equate 
sexuality with violence. 


One solution to this problem may be to reexamine the 
naked ethics at the basis of our society. In the vein of 
Jonathan Swift's A Modest Proposal, | would like to 
propose my own Utopia—one in which nobody wore 
any clothes (except those demanded for protection 
against inclement weather, of course). Now, the last 
thing I want is a free-love society with loose morals. But 
if everybody were naked, and children were used to 
seeing naked people all the time, then nakedness would 
be (quite simply) no big deal. It can be persuasively 
argued that if nakedness were the norm, nakedness itself 
would not be sufficiently erotic to corrupt the young. 
And lest anyone challenge me on theological grounds, we 
should remember that God placed humanity in the 
garden a natural, and that it was Adam and Eve who 
covered up their “private parts” with fig leaves. Given all 
the other stuff they got wrong that day, I hesitate to trust 
their judgement in this important matter of nakedness— 
covering. 


Consider as well the additional advantages that would 
accrue from shedding our clothing on a societal basis: 


(1) Concealed Weapons. One of the most disturbing 
problems in many cities these days is the proliferation of 
concealable weapons used in private killings, drug deals, 
and gangland murders. Obviously, a nude society would 
never have to worry about this issue. : 


(2) Pornography. The multi-billion dollar pornography 
industry depends upon an.artificial, glamorized concep- 
tion of the human body. Pornographers depend upon 
clothing to keep their secret hidden: that nobody actually 
looks like that. If nakedness became normal and every- 
body knew just how disgusting we all look in the buff, 
who would be dumb enough to pay money to see the 
obvious fakes presented in movies and magazines? 


(3) Public Health. Let’s face it, most of us manage to hide 
a lot of flabbiness under a sweater or a winter coat. 
Societal nudity would force us to take a “Picture of 
Dorian Grey” approach to our bodies: every extra wrinkle 
would be immediately apparent. We would have to take 
better care of ourselves. 


(4) Socioeconomic Inequality. For centuries, clothing has 
marked a distinction between rich and poor, leading to 
class oppression and sin. (Remember the Nephites’ 
“costly apparel.”) If we were all naked most of the time, it 
would be impossible for people to make others feel 
insignificant because of their clothes. Of course, there 
will always be die-hard preppies who will tattoo alligators 
and polo horses on to their chests—but at least they 
won't be able to change their fads every season. 


(5) Redirection of Resources. A large percentage of the 
world’s resources are now devoted to growing cotton and 
manufacturing textiles in order to produce clothing. If we 
overcame our unreasonable covering fixation, we would 
be able to divert these key resources towards feeding the 
millions of people in the world who are both naked and 
starving through absolutely no choice of their own. 


I have no doubt that my plan will be rejected by the 
people of America. Nevertheless, I believe that some 
reconception of our naked ethics is in order. We have 
allowed ourselves to be manipulated by powerful eco- 
nomic entities with a vested interest in making our bodies 
seem sinful, shameful

The time has come to reclaim, in the face of cultural 
fastidiousness and facism, the true power of commu- 
nication; or, more specifically, to strip our conversa- 
tional dress code down to the bare minimum, 
throwing out our costly sophistic styles of speech, 
and employing the rude, crude, nude word. And I’m 
not just talking about “gutter language” here, though 
that’s part of it. Primarily, this involves saying exactly 
what you mean, and nothing more. Say your piece, say 
it well, then shut up. No greasy salesmanship. No 
faith-promoting stories. No false welcomes. No 
pretentious introductions. No testosterone-pumped 
testimonies. Just the naked, raw, unclothed stuff. Let 
me list a few advantages that would arise from this 
change: 


(1) No more Deseret Books or Bookcraft. The Mormon 
population would be spared the mental confusion 
that arises from trying to decide if the latest magnum 
opus by B. Orson Widstoe is doctrine or not; General 
Authorities could spend their time on more impor- 
tant things than book-writing; and the little stuff 
which is really honest could be published in The New 
Era, which could use some good writing anyway. 


(2) No more confusing social relationships. If you don’t 
like him anymore because he doesn’t light your fire, 
you just tell him, “Hey clod, you don’t light my 
fire.” No egos to protect here. 


(3) No more wasted money on dates. If all you want is - 
a little physical action, you’d just have to ask. If she 
says, “No,” then there’s no need to string her along, 
is there? 


(4) Less junk mail. Advertisements, in a straight-talk 
society, would consist of people saying, “You need — 
this?

free trade and the 
canadian economy 


he United States is crying about the recession and the poor economic 

status of the country. Few of us realize that we trade more with 

Canada than any other country in the world (that’s including Japan.) 
Eighty percent of all Canadian exports go to the United States. Because of these 
close economic ties, “the Canadian recession is worse than in the United States,” 
Greg Whitehead said, a sophomore from Alberta Canada. The recent Free Trade 
Agreement signed in 1989 allows duty free access between the two markets for 
the remaining 25 percent of trade that remains contingent on tariffs. Economi- 
cally the agreement makes sense, but in down to earth terms, it’s hitting the 
Canadians where it counts, lost jobs. 


The general feeling of Canadians living in the Provo area is that the reforms 
haven't opened the trade significantly. The agreement stipulates a ten year 
changing-over period until full implementation of the plan can be obtained. 
Industries affected include natural resources, agriculture, and limited technology. 
Not until these industries are reconstituted or shifted to new areas will the people 
retum to jobs and a better outlook on the agreement between the two nations. 


Another blow to the Canadian economy has been the Gross Service Tax (GST) 
of 7 percent passed in 1989, This tax was added unilaterally to all the provinces. 
Ontario jumped to 14 percent tax on gross services while Alberta, never having a 
tax before jumped to 7 percent. 


With the economy floundering, Prime Minister Mulroney is finding his popularity 
down. His ratings and re-election possibilities are worse than Bush’s because 
Mulroney never had a Gulf War to boost his ratings, even if only for a short time. 
New political parties are emerging on the scene. The Reform party is gaining 
strength in the Western Provinces, while the New Democrats have elected 3 
Provincial leaders as 32 seats in the House of Commons (as of 1989).
